COST PRICES FOR PUBLIC. 


Householders of the south side have started 
a movetient which they think will put the 
cold storage trust out of business and solve 
the cost of living prodlem They are form- 
ing a federation of marketing clubs, an or- 
ganization which will buy food in quantities 
in the seasdh when it is cheap, store it, and 
distribute it at cost prices among consumers.

Those back of the movement claim it not 
only will effect & reduction in the cost of 
food amounting in the aggregate to 50 pe:

Experts Report Chicago Must 
Begin at Once to Provide 
for Future; See Crisis 
in 1930. 


CANAL SOON INADEQUATE. 


Installation of Many Settling 
Plants Item in 812, 658,- 
000 Drainage Board 
Project.

The commission appointed by R R. Moor- 
mick while president of the sanitary dis- 
trict to make a study of certain sewage and 
water supply problems affecting Chicago 
made a report to the district trustees yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The commission urges the construction at 
once of a large number of settling plants of 
the Emscher type to prevent the stagnation 
of both branches of the Chicago river and the 
sanitary canal. 

It recommended that sprinkling filters be 
built later in various sections. The report 
also makes a number of recommendatione to 
prevent the pollution of the water supply. 
The estimated’ cost of the several projects is 
$12,658,000. It is asserted this expenditure 
ig necessary and it is suggested that the 
burden shall be spread over a period extend- 
ing beyond 1085. 


Canal Soon to Be Inadeqyate. 

The commission finds the drainage canal 
soon will be inadequate to take care of Chi- 
cago’s sewage. Between 7,000 and 8,000 
cubic feet a second is passing through the 
canal and with the completion of the Calu- 
met-Seg auxiliary ditch the maximum of 
10,00 cubic feet, permitted by the govern- 
ment, will be reached. That is sufficient 
water, according to the experts, to properly 
dilute the sewage of 8,000,000 inhabitants. 
The committee estimates Chicago will have 
that population in 1922. 

At that time it is proposed to put about 
twenty-two large settling plants in operation. 
Eight years later it is predicted even these 
will be insufficient and in 1980 it is proposed 
to begin the construction of sprinkling filters. 
During this period a number of intercepting 
sewers are necessary and it is estimated these 
will cost about 52,030, 000 in addition to the 
$12,000,000.

This condition, it predicts, between 1920 and 
1925.. Already part of the north branch and 
the canal has reached the Umit of its ca- 
pacity. The amount of oxygen in the water 
is insufficient to dilute the sludge in the north 
branch between Chicago avenue and Kinzie 
street and in the canal between Willow 
Springs and Lockport. Evefi south of Lock- 
port there were spots last summer as far 
as Joliet where the odor was offensive. 

The commission, technically speaking. was 
forbidden from making the report. Prest- 
dent Smyth vetoted an appropriation of $12,- 
000 for the Investigation, which limited the 
inquiry. He held the commission was not 
legally appointed and asserted on June 22 
last in a board meeting he would discharge 
Chief Engineer Wisner and Electrical En- 
gineer Elliott if they served on the commis- 
sion. 

But Mr. Wisner wrote the report. Mr. 
Ellicott approved it, and the other three 
members of the commission, Dr W. A. Evans. 
C. D. Hill, and Martin C. Schwab. indoreed itt. 
President Smyth and his minority urged that 


the trustees could make all the investigations 


necessary, although none of them has any 
technical training. 


Tried to Oust Experts. 

President Smyth also sought to discharge 
several experts of the district's sewage 
station, supervised by Langdon 
Pearse, which collected the major portion 
of the data upon which the report is based. 

It appears from the report that the dis- 
trict was organized for the purpose of dis- 
posing only of the human liquid waste of 
the population within the district. Little 
was known at that time of the amount or 
effect of the industrial waste which would 
be turned into the canal. This industria) 
waste creates a sludge in the bottom of the 
channel which consumes the oxygen to such 
an extent that other sewage is not diluted 
as rapidly as was expected. 

The experts assert settling basins of the 
Emscher type will take care of the solids 
and improve the sewadce so treated about 26 
per cent. If all of the sewage of Chicago 
Kere so treated the capacity of the canal 
would be increased 25 per cent. 


Cost of Construction. 

The report groups these settling plants Into 
seven large projects. A list of these, their 
first cost.

financial calamity to acquire the control ofa 
competitor by taking on a formidable aspect.” 

“The corporation thus greatly strength-

UNCLE SAM’S CHARGES | 
AGAINST STEEL TRUST. 


The acquisition by the corporation a 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
during the panic of 1907 was illegal. If 
President Roosevelt had been fully ad- 
vised he would have known that.a desire 
to stop the panic was not the sole moving 
cause, but thers was a desire and 97860 
to acquire control of a dangerous com- 
petitor. 

Henry C. Frick and E. H. Gary, when 
they went to the White House in 1907 to 
get President Roosevelt's approval of the 


| plan to absorb the Tennessee concern, 


willfully misled the president when they 
told him that little benefit would accrue te 
the Steel corporation through the purchase, 

The power and control that have been 
exerted by the Steel corporation, largely 
through the grasp of tentacles thrown out 
upon consumers, competitors, and capital, 
are incompatible with the healthy com- 
mercial life of the nation. 

By its acquisition of the company the 
corporation eliminated a competitor and 
unlawfully gained a power which is « 
menace to the welfare of the country, and 
which should be destroyed. 

By its system of interchangeable dire 
torships the corporation is in direct touch 
with all the large railroad and steamship 
companies of the United States, and with 
such powerful concerns as the Standard 
Oil company, the Pullman company, the 
International Haryester company, and the 
Western Union Telegraph company, as 
well as with the overwhelming majority in 
money and power in the banks and trust 
companies of the country. The possibili- 
ties of the power and control that may 
thus be exerted over trade and commerce 
are inestimable. 


The properties of this company were located 
mainly in Alabama and Tennessee. 

“Owing to the character of its coal and 
iron deposits the Tennessee company could 
manufacture pig fron cheaper than it could 
be made in any other part ot the United 
States. On account of ita vast holdings of 
coal and iron properties it was a strong prob- 
able future competitor of the corporation. 
Most of the rails in the United States had 
been made out of Bessemer ores. On account 
of accidents attributed to weakness in such 
rails a demand arose for an open hearth rail, 
and for such process the ores owned by the 
Tennessee company were avallable. 

“In 1907 a sensation was created in the 
steel rail market by E. H. Harriman ordering 
from the Tennessee company 157,600 
of open hearth steel rails at $1 more a

Plans Laid for Absorption. 


“The corporation wes not slow to discern 
the situation. James Gayley, first vice pres-

Frick, whe then was a director of the cor- 
poration, that it acquire the properties of the 
Tennessee company 

Grant B. n of Moore &

“Moore & Schley in October, 1007, owed 
large sums of money in New York and ee 
where, from $35,000,000 to $38,000,000, upon 
call and ume loans which were running to 
maturity.

nessee stock, the amount fluctuating. 

“Im October, 1907, a great panic came d

Hammered Brokers’ Collateral. 


“Those in control of the corporation ob. 
tained intimate knowledge of the affal ef 
Moore 4 Schiey, and of their holdir af 
Tennessee stock. 

“The credit of Moore & Schley anc 
character of their stock holdings, such as 
nessee stock, Republic Iron and Steel! 
and other industriais, were discussed on | 
street and among bankers, and the quesi.. 
of their failure was mooted. The Ter nge a 
stock was specially subjected to critici::n, 
and, in Wall street parlance, was ‘ ham- 
mered as a collateral. 

H. C. Frick and E. H. Gary, reprerenting 
the corporation, took up the negotiation » ith 
Schley for the purchase of the syndicate 
stock of the Tennessee company, offering 
him first the equivalent of 60 cents on the 
collar and afterwards 75 cents on the dollar 
in cash for the stock, which Schley declined. 


Attack on Trust Company. 

“Oakleigh Thorne, who was president of 
the Trust Company of America, a New York 
institution, was one of the syndicate that 
purchased the majority of the stock of the 
Tennessee company, having subscribed fog 
12,500 shares. 

“In a New York paper of Oct. 28, 1907, ape 
peared a statement headed Aid Trust Com 
pany of America.’ Among other things 
said that at a meeting the night before 
the chief bankers of the city, headed by J, 
P. Morgan & Co., it was formally decided 
that the point then needing buttressing wag 
the Trust Company of America, and that 
this determination was announced after Mr, 
Perkins (meaning George W. Perkins of J, 
P. Morgan & Co.) had been in conference sub- 
sequent to said gathering of bankers. A part 
of the article subheaded ‘ The Official State. 
ment, said: ‘The chief sore point is the 
Trust Company of America,’ 

After expressing confidence in the con- 
dition of the company and stating that u 
would be aided and that cash had deen 
guaranteed therefor, it was stated that theses 
steps were taken for the purpose of an- 
nouncing that the company would be taken 
care of if an examination into tts affairs 
which had been authorized showed condh® 
tions to be as sound as there was every sg 
son to believe them to be. 


No Direct Proof of Conspiracy. 

“ This announcement heiped materially to 
cause @ run on the said trust company and 
aggravated the general uneasy condition 
and made the position of Moore & Schiey 
more desperate. It was generally known 
that Thorne and Schley were members * 
the Tennessee syndicate. 
| “Regardless of the intent in e 
the statement—and the facts are not suffi. 
clently known to make any charge in this 
regard—the fact ty that it contributed direct: 
ly and strongly toward bringing Mocre @ 
Schley to a point of imminent failure, al- 
though they were amply solvent. 
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It being generally regarded by bankers and | 


financiers that their failure might precipi- 
tate a general crisis, they, J. P. Morgan & 
Co., taking the lead, exerted themselves by 
advances of ready money to meet pressing 
demands and otherwise to prevent their sus- 
“pension. 

Pressure Put Upon Schley. 

“Much of the effort, however, revolved 
about the proposition for the steel corpora- 
tion to acquire the stock of the Tennessee 
company. Nothing less than the control of 
the Tennessee company was considered by 
the corporation, and negotiations proceeded 
rapidly and steadily to that end;tt being rep- 
resented to Schiey that in noother way could 
relief be brought to hign, 

“There was fear upon the part of the cor- 
poration that when the movement became 
publicly known the government might take 
steps to prevent its consummation. In view 
of this E. H. Gary, the chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the corporation, and 
H. C. Frick, a director, went to Washington, 
reaching there Sunday morning, Nov. 4, to 
see the president, having previously mace an 
appointment, 


How Roosevelt Agreed. 
“Without fully disclosing all the facts in 
regard to the Tennessee stock, its ownership, 
the amount of money estimated as necessary 
to relieve Moore & Schley, and the arrange- 
ments that had already been made to relieve 


the Trust Company of America, they repre- 


sented to the president that the only thing 
that would prevent a vicious spread of the 
panic was for the corporation to acquire the 
stock of the Tennessee company. 

“The president recorded, in a letter to the 
attorney general, written in their presence, 
their representations. He stated that said 
Gary and Frick had told him that there was 
a certain business firm which would fail if 
help should not be given, and that among 
its assets were a majority of the securities 
of the Tennessee Coal company. The firm 
‘referred to was undoubtedly Moore & Schley. 
but it was not true that among the assets 
of the firm were a majority of said securities, 
Nor was it true that said Schley had amo.ig 
his assets a majority or anything approxt- 


mating it. 


Misleading Mr. Roosevelt. + 

„he president further said in his letter: 
* Judge Gary and Mr. Frick informed me that 
but little benefit will come to the steel corpo- 
ration from the purchase.’ 

“This statement to the president was a 
misleading one. The property was valuable. 
Next to the steel corporation the Tennessee 
company had the largest coal and ore proper- 


ties in the United States of any steel concern, 


A competitor was removed. The corporation 
in its report to its stockholders of this pur- 
chase said that the terms of purchase were 
satisfactory both as to price and manner of 


payment; that the purchase of the property 


promised benefit to the corporation and that 
the Tennessee property was valuable. 

“The president, taken as he was partly 
into confidence and moved by his appreciation 
of the gravity of the situation and the neces- 
sity for applying what was represented to 
him to be the only known remedy, stated that 
he did not feel it to be his duty to prevent the 
transaction. 


| Got the Stock Outright. 

“The matter then moved rapidly to con- 
summation. The corporation and its power- 
ful banker allies did not advance the money 
or lend the bonds of the corporation upon 
the Tennessee company, which would have 
relieved Moore & Schley, so far as the Ten- 
nessee collateral was concerned, and which 
would not have exceeded $6,000,000 or $8.000,- 
000. They took the position that nothing 
would relieve the situation but the corpora- 
tion taking over absolutely the majority of 


ne Tennessee stock.

Profited by Brokers’ Trouble. 

“While as to much of the situation the 
facts are in doubt, it is certain that the cor- 
poration availed itself of the embarrassment 
of Moore & Schley at a most critical period, 
hammering the Tennessee stock and threat- 
ening a general financial calamity to acquire 
the control of a competitor by taking on 4 
formidable aspect.” : 
Then the bill goes on te allege the forma- 
tion of Illegal pools, known as the Steel Plate 
association, the Structural Steel association, 
the steel rail combination, the wire rope 
combination, the rubber covered wire com- 
bination, the Horse Shoe Manufacturers’ 


_associations, the underground power cable 


combination, the weatherproof and magnet 
wire combination, the land incased rubber 
cable combination, and the bare copper wire 
combination. These are alleged to have been 
illegal agreements to suppress competition

Keep Control Well in Hand 

The petition says: 

Under the auspices of the corporation, 
these interests, naturally competitive, but 
harmonized/ by this network of corelations 
and overshadowed and dominated by the 
power of the corporation arising from its pre- 
eminence in the business and the irresistible 
strength of its alliances, come together from 
‘time to time, find out the views of the cor- 
poration in respect of prices and output, and 
all that hitherto has been effected by pools 
and forma] agreements, reach a common un- 
éerstanding and purpose, and proceed to car- 
ry them out. 

“Tt is not here alleged that merely as- 
gembling and mutually exchanging informa- 
tion and declaration of purposes amount to 
an agreement or combination in restraint of 
trade. These meetings and their results have 
gone further . 


Kept Prices at Fixed Level. 

“What they actually accomplished shows 
the great and dangerous power achieved by 
the corporation through unlawful combina- 
tion exercised over the trade and commerce 
of the country. The concerted action taken 
has prevented fluctuations in prices and com- 
petition. 

At the meetings have been represented, 
ef the iron and steel trade in the United 
States, fully 90 per cent of the total. In no 
line of business in the world at any time has 
there been such a large percentage of those 
engaged in a business as the percentage of 
those in this country who at these meetings 
go along day by day, hand in hand, pursuing 
the same course. 

“At the time of one of thege meetings 
-beld in New York on Jan. 11, 1911. there 
was not in this country a demand for more 
than 50 per cent of the total producing oa- 
pacity in the lines of those there represented, 


Business Cut Up by Agreement. 
“There was not enough business to go 
around. and there was no possible way of 
‘protecting themselves from competition ex- 
cept by coming to an understanding that 
each would be satisfied with & proportion of 
the business, which was understood by all, 
and this understanding was carried out, and 
no one of them competed for the recognized 
business of the others, .

“ When they met the chief executive of the 
corporation admonished them that no one 
of them should forget the high moral obliga-

personal obligation which he had toward all 
the others and to make no mistake of running 
the risk of trespassing within the domain of 
the rights of his neighbor, who had given his 
confidence and trust and who was willing 
at all times to put within the knowledge, and 
therefore more or less under the charge and 
control of others, the very direction of his 
affairs. * 
By these meetings and interchange of in- 
formation and understanding each became in 
honor boung not to get the trade of the other, 
and each by the concerted action acquired 
participation in the direction of the affairs 


of the other. 


Show Interlocking Interests. 

“The main purpose of the meeting of Jan. 
11, 1911, was the question of maintaining or 
changing the prices of the commodities in 
which they dealt. A majority came to a 
consensus which was accepted and followed 
by all. 

“At these meetings they not only ex- 
changed information, but advocated control 
of prices, and reached a common under- 
standing which was understood, under sol- 
emn admonition, that they were bound by an 
obligation more estimable than life. 

“These meetings brought about the main- 
tenance of prices. 

“It was understood by them that they 
were traveling together and that they were 
going to stand together. 

“They understood and acted upon the u 
derstanding that a statement as to what one 
would do as to prices or output was a promise 
and a pledge upon honor to the others. 


oh 
All Agreed to Stand Together. 

“At the meeting of Jan. 11. 1911, and at 
the other meetings there was a general ex- 
pr-seion of opinion that prices should be 
maintained and in pursuance of this under- 
standing and agreement they were main- 
tained. 

“When an understanding was reached 
individual declarations were made of inten- 
tion to follow the movement. 

“It was recognized that they followed the 
policy laid out for them by the head of the 
corporation. 

“This meeting of Jan. 11, 1011, was at- 
tended by about eighty representatives of 
iron and steel concerns, being a large ma- 
jority in number and output of such con. 
cerns in the United States. They under- 
stood that the purpose was to consider the 
prices of iron and steel, that the consensus 
of opinion was that the prices should not be 
lowered, but that they should be maintained. 
and that by virtue of what occurred, they 
were in honor bound to each other to main- 
tain them. In fact, they, in pursuance of 
this action, did maintain them. 


Gave Individual Pledges. 

Attached to the bill, among many other ex- 
hibits of alleged agreements, is a statement 
showing the extent to which the steel corpe- 
ration is represented in the directorates of 
other concerns. It shows George F. Baker as 
a director in fifty-six others, Edmund C, Con- 
verse in twenty-eight, William E. Corey in 
thirty-two, J. Pierpont Morgan in fifty-one. 

Of this the government's petition says: 

“ Under the policy of the corporation there 
grew up a community of interest and a pow- 
er to influence action to a common purpose 
never exceeded in the commercial history of 
the world. There came into existence a sys- 
tem of interlacing of directorates which em- 
braced almost the entire commercial and 
financial powers of the country. 

“It has been a constantly growing system 
since the creation of the corporation and 
therefore the personnel and alliances vary 
for the several years since 1901, but the sys- 
tem and the power achieved by it have been 
practically the same from 1001 down to the 
present time.

. Exercise Unwholesome Influence. 

“All of the business of the corporation and 
its controlled companies is conducted with- 
out competition among them and as a part 
of a general plan and combination by which 
they have partially destroyed competition in 
trade and commerce among the states and 
with foreign nations and have, by their 
strength, acquired a great and unwholesome 
influence over competitors, whereby they 
are brought into harmonious action with the 
corporation and in restraining such trade and 
commerce. ; 

„Since its organization the corporation, 


largely through the power and control over

“The real earnings amounted to an aver- 
age approximating 12 per cent per annum

MORGAN S DEFENSE OF. TRUSTS. 

Just a month before the filing of the gov- 
ernment’s bill at Trenton the board of di- 
rectors of the Steel corporation met in New 
York and authorized Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Gary to issue a statement to the -public 
That statement, which was considered a 
challenge and a notice to the government 
thet the company would fight to maintain 
itself, was: 

“No negotiations whatever have taken 
place between the steel corporation and the 
department of justice looking to the disso- 
lution or disintegration-of the corporation. 
The corporation was organized for business 
reasons, and purchased its various plants to 
promote such business, and not to restrain 
trade or obtain a monopoly. In all its opera- 
tions the company has scrupulously observed 
the law and recognized the joint rights of 
its competitors and the consumers of its 
products. 

So far as its directors are aware, no com- 
plaint ever has been made against it by 
either of these interests. The directors are 


not in violation of the Sherman act as inter- 
preted in the recent decisions of the Supreme 
court. 
“In view of this record and this advice, 
e directors feel that their duty to their 
stockholders, their employés, and the public 
requires that they should set at rest all 
rumors to the effect that they are contem- 
plating any voluntary dissolution or disin- 
tegration of the corporation, or have any 
belief that it is subject to such dissolution 
or disintegration by legal action. 

Wo believe that the organization is legal, 


and that its management is proper. Its prop- 


erties are of immense intrinsic value, and the 
corporation is of benefit to the public interest.

TRUST WILL FIGHT 


SUIT TO DISSOLVE 


Statement Made Montlr Ago 
Shows the Sentiment of 
Its Officials. 


INSISTS THAT TE 18 LEGAL 


Attack Comes Same Day’ Move 
Started to Drop Big Ore 
Lands Lease, 


— 


New York. Oct. 26.—The United States Steel 
corporation ia prepared to fight for its exist- 
ence. The men at the helm of the great cor- 
poration were stient when the news came to 
them that the blow which has been awaited 
so long had fallen. Although it was expected 
that sooner or later the billion dollar com- 
bine would be put to test under the Sherman 
law. even the highest officials of the corpora- 
tion had no inkling the suit would be filed at 
this time until news of that action was flashed 
from Trenton. . 

The announcement took the steel men by 
surprise, and they declined to make any com- 
ment. The attitude of the corporation is set 
forth clearly, however, in a statement issued 
one month ago today. This statement pro- 
claimed the belief that the steel trust was 
within the law, and declared over the signa- 
ture of J. Pierpont Morgan that it would not 
dissolve voluntarily. 

Refuses to Talk. 

E. H. Gary, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors and active head of the corporation, said 
today he could not discuss the matter in the 
absence of definite deails. Francis Lynde 
Setson, general counsel of the corporation, 
sald it was perhaps better that dissolution 
proceedings had been instituted. 

“It is better to know where we stand,” he 
added, than to have all this uncertainty— 
all these rumors and reports moving through 


the air.” 

Representatives of the banking house of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. shared in the surprise ex- 
pressed by steel officials, but would not talk 
about the matter. 

Other officials or directors of the Steel cor- 
poration were reticent. It was said that any 
Statement must come from Mr. Gary or Mr. 
Stetson. Charles M. Schwab, former presi- 
dent of the corporation, is abroad, and WII- 
liam E. Corey, also a former president, is not 
in New York. 


Move to Lessen Enmity. 

By a strange coincidence the filing of the 
suit came on the seme day that the steel 
corporation took steps which many persons 
thought might place it in better position 
under the Sherman law. The directors at a 
meeting only a few days before the filing 
of the suit sanctioned a proposal to terminate 
the corporation’s lease of the Great Northern 
ore lands. 

It also was decided to reduce the freight 
charges on ore over thé railroads controlled 
by the corporation. Some of the most severe 
criticisms against the corporation has been 
on the ground that it was in a position to 
monopolize trade by reason of its great hold- 
ings of ore lands and by its control of means 
of transportation of ore. 

This was the position taken by the com- 
missioner of corporations in his recent. re- 
port, and it was thought today’s action by 
the steel corporation would thus meet some 
of the most severe strictures. Officials of 
the corporation refused, however, to say 
this action was expected to have any effect 
upon the relations of the corporation with 
the departmen of justice. 


STANLEY TALKS OF ACTION. 

Madisonville, Ky., Oct. 26.—Congressman 
A. O. Stanley, chairman of the house commit- 
tee investigating the steel trust, was sur- 
prised when he learned the government had 
filed a dissolution suit against the trust today. 
He said he knew it was bound to come, but 
did not expect it so soon. It would have no 
effect on his committee work, however, and 
hearings would be resumed as planned, he 
said. 

Action against the wire trust and dissolu- 
tion of the harvester company foreshadowed 
some attempt to break up the steel trust 
either by the government or by the corpora- 
tion, said Mr. Stanley. Facts brought out 
in the testimony before the house committee 
were such that the government could hardly 
ignore, and I was certain a dissolution suit 
would be brought if the corporation did not

Among the finest of Chinese industrial arts 
is lacquer. The date of the origin of the art 
in China is unknown, though lacquer as now 
made has been known since the Sung dynas- 
ty. Lacquer as used in China is the product 


of the lac tree, Which is cultivated throusb- 


out central and southern Chine. When it is 
wounded’ with a knife awh “sap exudes 
which becomes bluck on’ posure to the air. 
It is specially’ pre 2 
flow evenly under the brush. The object to 
be lacquered is coated with successive layers 
from three to eighteen times, time being al- 
lowed for the lac to dry. Metallic gold makes 
a yellow lacquer, cinnabar red, iron sulohates 
black. orpiment a greenish yellok, orpiment 
and incigo a deep areen, the safflower car- 
mine. 

Chinese lacquer is either painted o or carved. 
Both are occasionally inlaid or incrusted 
with powdered gold, flakes of. a gg of 
pearl, ivory, jade, and lapis lazuli. For 
ages Canton was famous for lacquer. A 
thousand years ago it was exported to India 
and Persia. Great quantities of lacquer are 
still produced in Canton. 

The finest lacquer is known as Peking 
lacquer because produced in the imperial 
factories.

English Writers Ousted from 


Tripoli Tell of Great Bat- 
tle Near City. 


TURKS DRIVE BACK LINES 


Prepare to Send People 
Aboard Ships. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
MALTA, Italy, Oct. 26.—Several English 


correspondents have been expelled from Tri- 
| poli for not complying with the rules of cen- 


sorship. They have arrived here and describe 
the fighting at Tripoli on Monday as more 


| disastrous to the Italians than the Italians 


have admitted. 

They say the Italians lost 500 killed and 
wounced.. The Italian position became most 
Jangerous on the left wing and the troops 
were compelled to retire a quarter of a mile 
the next day. It was a strategic move, but 
the enemy regarded it as an evidence of their 
victory and became greatly elated. The 
[Italian soldiers were correspondingly de- 
pressed. 


Situation Is Precarious. 

The situation is described as precarious and 
the Italian outposts are nervous. The mili- 
tary arrangements are bad. The whole force 
occupies a semi-circle the ends of which rest 
on the sea shore, There are no reserves in 
the town and only two warships remain off 
the city. The left wing is atiil hard pressed 
and if it be broken the, situation will be’as 
grave as possible. 

The consuls are realizing the possibility of 
the breaking of the left wing and fear that 
* massacre will follow. They are arranging 
for Buropeans to board ships if it becomes 
necessary. 

Fresh treops to the number of 1,100 with 
thirty guns arri on Wednesday and landed 
near Sharsett, t strengthen the left. It is 
reported that 5,000 Tuareg tribesmen are ad- 
| vancing on dn and another battle is 
expected. 

Mixed Fighting in Streets. 

The Arabs who attacked the Italians’ rear 
on Monday had entered Tripoli in disguise, 
and their outbreak caused a terribie panic. 
Firing in the streets was general. Non- 
combatant men, women, and children were 
mixed up with the combatants. Crowds 
flocked to the shore and embarked in mall 
boats. The consulates were packed with 
terrified Europeans. 

In the meanwhile the Arabs near Sharsett 
ambusceded a detachment of Bersigiieri, of 
whom many were killed. Witnesses say that 
between eighty and ninety of the dete chment 
were killed.

Persons living in flats across the street 
were thrown out of their seats by the ex- 
ploslon. For some time afterward the air 
wes full of smoke.

sons who placed the bomb. 


The injured included Agosto, his brother, 
their wives and children. 

The first floor of the building is vacant. The 
two families were sleeping. The explosion 
threw all of them out of bed. The windows 
were broken, pictures fell from the walls, 
and furniture was overturned. 

Detectives McNamara and Fenton of the 
Fiftieth street station found traces of dyna- 
mite and a hole about two feet in diameter 
caused by the bomb.

NEGLECT IN DISEASE WAR. 
ANITARIANS tell the people that 
preventable diseuse can be prevented, 
that consumption and ty; bo.d should 
not exist a' ail. Many people won- 
der why consumption and typhoid 
continue. Since they do continue, there are 
‘these who doubt the truth of tue statements 

made by the sanitarians. 

The fact is that vo proper effort is being 
Made to protect the people against preveuta- 
bie disease. ‘here is a chart at the couſer- 
ence of charities and correction, now in ses- 
sion at Champaign, which shows this quite 
well. It is a study of the health work in 
forty-five cities in Illinois, prepared by Dr. 
George T. Palmer, health commissioner of 
Springfield. 

He says that ten things are necessary for 
any sort of health protection—a medical 
health officer, paid a fair salary, a special 


| budget, inspectors, freedom from politics, 


proper vital statistics, proper milk control, 
an isolation hospital, reporting of typhoid 
fever, aud a control of housing. 

— 

Fifty-three per cent of these [Illinois 
towns have no medical health ottice. Twen- 
ty-eight per cent of these cities pay their 
heaith officer no salary. Paying an annual 
salary of less than $100, 16 per cent; annual 
salary $100 to $250, 20 per cent; $250 to 
5500, 10 per cent; $500 to $1,000, 20 per 
cent; $1,000 and over, G per cent. 

Forty-eight per cent of the cities have no 
appropriation for health work; others have 
snial! health budgete—for example, Urbana, 
4 cents per capita. Sixty per cent have no 
inspectors. The health officer is changed in 
13 per cent of the cities every year: in 34 per 
cent every two years; in 37 per cent every 
two to six years; in 16 per cent six years and 
over. 

_ Seventy per cent of the cities ignore vital 
statistics; 60 per cent ignore their milk sup- 


| ply; 81 per cent have no isolation hospital; 


13 per cent bave pestbhouses and 6 per cent 
have isolation hospitals. 

None except Chicago has any provision 
for housing control.

The conditions in Illinofs are not mate- 
tially different from those in lewa and the 
otber states surrounding us. This indict- 
ment of the people of this state would ap; ly 
with just about the same force to each of 
the states in this part of the country. The 
items enumerated are all too few. Proper 
protection requires at least twice as many. 

The plain fact is that on questions of 
health we have a good deal of community In- 
telligence but no community’ conscience. 
The idea of a city spending 4 cents a year per 
inhabitant to be protected against coneump- 


| tion, smallpox, typhoid fever, diphtheria, 


and many other pestilences, to say nothing 
of nuisances, is ridiculous, Weare having 
high consumption, typhoid, and other dis- 
ease rates because we are not making proper 
effort or spending enough money.

He holds office as a governor and trustee 


of the Nationai gatiery and ubrartan of the 


house of lords, after having been previously 
the assisiant librarian of the great rational] 
library of the British museum, the greatest. 
in the world. He is the son of a famous 
zoblogist, whose principal labors and dis- 
coveries were on this side of the Atlantic, in 
the United Siates, and is of Scandinavian 
descent, his grandparents having been Nor- 
wegians, 

His office of librarian of the house of lords 
is a most desirable one, carrying with it a 
salary of 35.000 a year, as well as an official 
residence im the houses of parliament, the 
library itself being located on the main floor 
of the palace of Westminster, over looking 
the river, and in line with the house of com- 
inons’ dining room and library. 

The collection coniains sume 50,000 volumes 
and an immense number of valuable papers, 
together with some rare historic documenis, 
including the original death warrant of 
Charies I. 

Edmund Gosse has aleo been principal offi- 
cial translator to the government depart- 
ment known as the boa d of trade. which ig 
the English equivalent of the department of 
commerce and labor in the United States.

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ILLUMINATING CHICAGO. 
| Chicago, Oct. 1.—[{To the Friend of the 
People.J—It is reported that the neu 
street lighting system about to be installed 
by the city involves the use of arc lights, 
unsightly poles, ‘and overhead wires. Un- 
doubtedly the city streets need better light- 
ing, and some wise and effective measures 
ought to be taken to that end. But to in- 
stall thousands of are lights when other 
‘progressive cities are taking out their arc 
lights and to fill the town with poles like 
those of street railways, and especially to 
run overhead wires on every street in the 
city, seems a combination of all the un- 
wisest courses possible. 

In our district, south park. we have just 
eucceeded after years of effort in getting 
the overhead wires off the residence streets 
and now the city itself comes forward 10 
string them up again. Is it not a well 
known fact that overhead light wires be- 
sides being ugly are a source of positive 
danger in storms and fires’. And now 
when fire prevention is to the fore is it 
sense to handicap the fire department by 
entangling every street in the city with 
overhead light wires? | 

Weare not given the alternative of put- 
ting in conduits at our expense, which 
many property Owners would. I am sure, 
prefer to do. But surely some better soln- 
tion of the lighting problem should be 
found than this clumsy and out of date 
scheme. Can't we stop it before it is too 
late?

The plan for the installation of the 10.000 
additional lights to be placed in service by 
the sanitary district for the city has deen 
taken up with each alderman of each ward. 
The electrical engineer of the sanitary dis- 
trict and the city electrician. who are respon- 
sible for these plans, recognize the fact that 
underground wires are better and safer than 
overhead wires, but the additional cost of the 
street work for street lighting service makes 
underground wires practically prohibitive at 
the present time. 

The plans for this street lighting extension.

using five meh 25 foot, steel poles and from 
one to two No. 6 weatherproof wires.
